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ABSTRACT 

This statistical report summarizes data on enrollment 
and graduation of minority students in engineering degree programs 
from 1974 to 1985. First, an introduction identifies major trends and 
briefly describes the Incentive Grants Program (IGP), the nation's 
largest privately supported source of scholarship funds available to 
minority engineering students. The remainder of the report, divided 
into four sections, consists mainly of tables. Section 1 provides 
data on undergraduate enrollment and graduation by State and 
institution from 1974-75 to 1984-85. Section 2 presents 12 tables 
containing selected data, broken down by such categories as 
ethnicity, state, institution, and students' area of specialization 
(civil, chemical, electrical, and mechanical engineering). Section 3 
provides data on IGP recipients (by gender, ethnicity, and 
discipline). Section 4 is a complete directory of university level 
minority engineering program directors. Since 1974, minority 
enrollment and graduation has increased, but the need to further 
increase both enrollment and retention is apparent. (KH) 
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The National Action Ocxmcil for Minorities in Engineeriiig^ Inc. 
(NACME) has led an 11-year effort to increase the number of Blacky 
Mexican American^ Puerto Rican and American Indian students viio 
suooessfOlly ccoplete an engineering degree. As an enabling 
organization^ NACME*s role is to increase the number of institu- 
tions—corporations^ laiiversities^ colleges^ school districts^ 
minority organizations and legislative bodies—that allocate re- 
sources to this effort. 

NACME ejqands its service capability by involving r^resentatives 
from participating institutions in 12 active committees. During 
the past year, the COHMrnEB ON da!IA and sisuncsncs has worked in 
assembling, reviewing and analyzing the various data sources that 
have been developed to measc^re progress in the minority engineer^ 
ing effort. The NACHE statistical R^rt represents the collec- 
tive work of ccitimittee members and st£iff , and summarizes data on 
enrollment and graduation in engineering from 1974 to 1985. 

It also provides a summary of NACME's largest program, its Incen- 
tive Grants Program (IGP) . NACSlE's IGP provides block grants to 
participating accredi t ed engineering schools so that scholarships 
are avadlable for underrepresented minority engineering students. 
Each year a new graap of students, or "cohort," receives financial 
si:$:port frcm NACME. 

Finally, the document presents a directory of university personnel 
involved in programs. Program directors are a source of knowl- 
edge, have access to potential minority graduates and can provide 
e5q)ertise to those joining the effort. 

As the premier issue of an annual NACME Statistical Report, this 
publication is an up-to-date document that provides a ociipre— 
hensive picture of enrollment and graduation rates at engineerix^ 
colleges and universities. The data is coupled with an analysis 
to place these figures in a national perspective. 

It is our aim that the report will became a tool vised by col- 
leagues in industry, universities, minority engineering programs 
and secondary school systems in si^jport of our common goals. As a 
recipient of this first NRCME statistical Report your feedback is 
appreciated. 

HISTORICAL PERSPECTIVE 

Growth in Enrollment 

rxiring the 1974-75 school year, the first academic year for which 
ccfftprehensive Engineering Mtopcwer Commission (IMC) data on minors 
ities is available, 9,837 minority students were r^)oi±ed to be 
pursuing bacccilaureate degrees in engineering. Ten years later, 
1984-85, this figure tripled to 30,829. Fran 1974-75 to 1979-80,

enrollment of underrepresented i JunaritY students increased yearly 
by increnents of over 2,500. Ttie largest single increase occoned 
in 1979-80 vftien 3,262 minorily stixients enrolled in accredited 
engineering programs. ThB 1980-81 and 1981-82 school years shewed 
enrollment increases of 2,128 and 2,654 respectively. From 1982 
to 1985, enrollment figures for minority students continued to 
increase but at a slower rate. Net Increases were 578 in 1982-83, 
1,184 in 1983-84 and 286 during the 1984-85 academic year. 

Growth in Graduation 

Frcm 1974-75 to 1983-84, graduation figures luore than doubled: 
1,463 to 3,817. Ov^ the following years, the absolute number of 
grad u a t es continued to increase. In 1977-78, 1,679 minority stu- 
dents received their baccadaureate degrees in engineering, an 
increase of 97 over the previous year. In 1983-84; total minority 
grad u a t es were 3,817 or 324 more than the previous academic year, 
since 1976-77, the average net increase of graduates per year Is 
348. nils is expected given increa'.«is in enrollment figures. 

TTBiids Identified 

The 1983-84 graduation figures clearly demonstrate that tlie work 
is not over. Future Increases in graduation will be affected by 
enrollment figures, if a smaller number of minority students 
enroll every year, the pipeline will yield fewer graduates. Ihe 
data presented in Section I Illustrates average net increases in 
enrollment of over 2,000 and 350 graduates. The need to increase 
both enrollment and retention continues to define the taiiks ahead 
of us. At the same time, it is encouraging that the marked 
iupxfvement to date has been achieved vMle the growth rate of 
enrollment and graduation figures for all engineering students has 
stabilized. 

OOlIEGE/UtfrJEBSTTI OCTTLOOK 
Sample 

Table 1 summarizes enrollment and graduation figuires in 308 engi- 
neering progr am s. All institutions do not report their statisti- 
cal }rreakdcMi on a yearly basis. Scsne colleges and universities 
have never r^xsrted minority enrollment and graduation to EMC. As 
a result, one cannot assert increases or decreases in enrollment 
for all Institutions. periods were selected arbitrarily for 
this minority enrollment caraparison: 1974-75 to 1978-79 and 1978- 
79 to l?84-85. 
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Growth in EnxoUment 



Bie first enrollioenfc cxatparison, 1974-75 to 1978-79, shews that 84 
percent of all institutions r^orted minority enrollment in- 
creases, 11 percent reported decreases and 5 percent exhibited no 
change. Ihe second conparison, 1978-79 to 1984-85, deinDnstrates 
increased enrollment for minority students in 79 percent of those 
institutions that reported to BMC. An additional 4 percent of all 
institutions reported no change in minority enrollment and 17 
percent (6 percent more than in the previous conparison) showed a 
decrease in the number of minority students pursuing an 
engineeinng degree. 

Growth in Graduation 

A cccparison of 1974-75 and 1978-79 graduation figures shows an 
increase of 55 percent of all institutions reporting to EMC. One 
fourth of all institutions reported minority decreases and 20 
percent r^rted no change in graduation figures. Ihe second 
conparison, 1978-79 to 1983-84 demonstrates increased minority 
graduation figures in 79 percent of all institutions, 14 percent 
reported decreases and 7 percent reported no change. 

Trends Identified 

Again, these increases should only suggest progress. Ihe' decrease 
in enrollment for 14 percent of all institutions (1978-79 and 
1083-84) is a painful reminder of the work yet to be done since 
many of the r^jorting engineering colleges are located in states 
with sizable minority populations. Ihe increase in graduation 
figures for 79 percent of - all institutions (24 percent mere than 
thfe ;;irst ocBOPparison) is a positive reflection on the work of 
retention programs and increased awareness regarding the minority 
engineering effort (see Table 1) . 

MINDRITY ENGINEEIRINS 'PBOGBI^ (HEFs) 

:iEP Model 

I^roving the Retention and Graduation of Minorities in Engi- 
neering, a handbook published by NACME in cocperation with the 
National Association of Minority Engineering Program Adminis- 
trators (NAMEPA), asserted: 
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"Althou^ certain aspects of the Minority Engineering 
Programs (MEPs) vazy ecaseMtiat, the programs share comiaon 
features: they are generally based within an engineering 
academic voiit; all are dedicated to delivering services to 
minorl'ty engineering students to enhance their academic 
performance, retention, and graduation; and most attenpt to 
acconplish a great deal with limited resources and therefore 
must be as cost effective as possible."^ 

A model MEP p rogr a m provides among other services: recruitment, 
admissions, tutoring, personal counseling and summer enployment. 
Table 2 identifies all engineering institutions that have devel- 
oped MEPs. Nationwide, NACHE has been able to identify 76 full- 
time and part-time progr a ms. An analysis of data on enrollment 
and graduation presented in T^le 1 si^iports the effectiveness of 
xmiversity MEEte. 

Growth in Enrollment 

If one ccnpares minority enrollment in 1974-75 to 1978-79 for 
those institutions with MEPs, increases were reported in 93 per- 
cent of them. On the other hand, of those engineering institu- 
tions without cooprehensive MEPs 82 percent experienced, enrollment 
increases. Only 8 percent of institutions with MEPs versus 12 
percent of tliose without them, experienced decreases in minority 
enrollment. No change in enrollment was r^rted in 6 percent of 
ti^iose institutions without MEPs but only 2 percent of those with 
MEPs. 

The second ccitparison, 1978-79 to 1984-85, discloses a less pro- 
nounced but similar pattern: 80 percent of engineering institu- 
tions with MEPs versus 78 percent of those without them reported 
increases in minority enrollment. Enrollment decreases were 
esqperieiK^l in 14 percent of institutions with MEPs and in 18 
percent of those without p rogr a ms. No change was reported by 6 
percent of institutions with MEPs and by 4 percent of those 
without progr a m s . 

Growth in Gtcaiiuation 

Minority graduation rates were ccsipared to further analyze the 
effectiveness of MEPs. From 1974-75 to 1978-79, 68 percent of 
those institutions with MEPs reported increases; 47 percent of 
those institutions without MEPs reported increases. Decreases in 
minority graduation were reported by 20 percent of institutions

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with MEEs and hy 28 percent of those without such program. No 
change in graduation rates was e)?)erienced by 12 percent of engi- 
neering institutions with MEPs and by 25 perrsnt of those without 
progrdxns* 

The second ccaiparisan, graduation of minority students in 1978-79 
to 1983-84, vmoovers the same trend: 86 percent of those institu- 
tions with MEPs r^rted increases in graduation rates, versus 75 
percent of those without MEPs. Decreases in graduation were 
reported by 15 percent of institutions without MEPs but only by 13 
percent of those with programs. Only 1 percent of institutions 
with programs reported no change in graduation. Ten percent of 
engineering schools without MEPs e}q)erienced no change. 

Trends identified 

This data suggests that MEPs increase both enrollment and gradu- 
ation figures for minority studerit^i. The iorpact, however, is more 
pronounced in increasing the number of graduates than in increas- 
ing enrollment. 

ENGDIEERINS DISCHriilNES 
Discip l i n e s in Engineering 

IMC r^rts degrees awarded to minority engineering students in at 
least 21 engineerii^ disciplines. Table 12 summarizes degrees 
awarded to all students and to minority students in each of these 
areas. Tables 8, 9, 10 and 11 rank institutions by the number of 
minority graduates in some of the largest engineering fields- 
chemical, civil, electrical and mecihanical engineering—from 1981 
to 1984. 

Graduation by Disciplines in 1983-1984 

Minority engineering graduates represented 5 percent of the txjtal 
baccalaureate degrees awarded in 1983-84 ani over 5 percent in the 
fields of architectural, electrical, applied sciences, general, 
industrial and systems engineering. There are 5 percent of minor- 
ity graduates in the fields of aerospace, chemical, civil and 
materials engineerijig. In all other fields they represented less 
than 5 percent of the 1933-1984 graduating class (see Table 12) . 

Trends 

Minority graduates aire obtcdning degrees in those disciplines of 
largest demand but continue to be below their overall 5 perri^t 
graduation rate in t:en engineering fields.

The Brogxam 

NACME's incentive Grants Program is the nation's largest privately 
st?3ported source of sdiolarship funds available to minority engi- 
neering students. 

Sta3±ed as a pilot project in 1975, the pr xx^r a m originally pro- 
vided $76,575 to 84 sttdents at 25 engineering schools. Today, 
NAOE's Incentive Grants total e^jproximately $3,000,000 yearly, 
awarded as block grants to some 145 engineering colleges. Ihe 
colleges, in turn, award over 3,000 scholarships to minority 
vtndergraduates. In order to participa1:e in the Incentive Qrants 
Program, a college must have: 

- at least one p rogr am accredited by the Accreditation Board 
for Engineering and Technology; 

- a mlnimi.mi enrollment of 150 minority engineering majors, 
or at least 6 percent minority students in engineering; 
and 

- essential si^aport services designed to aid in the 
retention and graduation of minority students. 

Colleges not meeting the 150/6% minority enrollment threshold but 
vtoich, in NACME's opinion, offer a unique opportunity to further 
tha minority engineering effort, may be given special consider- 
ation. The size of the blodc grant made by NACME is determined by 
each college's percentage of yjpp&r division minority students and 
its number of minority engineering graduates. Additional monies 
are provided for continuation grants. 

Snrollment in IGP Crogram, 1984-85 

In 1984-85, 3,222 minority engineering students received IGP 
grants. Fif^^^^ht percent were Blacks, 30 percent were Mexican 
Americans, 9 percent were Puerto Rican and 3 percent were American 
Indians. Ihir^four percent of all recipients were femede (see 
Table 13) . 

The number of females receiving IGP grants increased from 22.6 
percent in 1975-76 to 34 percent in 1984-85. Ihe largest per- 
centage of minority female participation, 35. 8 peixent was 
e}g)erienced in 1980-81 (see Table 14) . 
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Enrollment in Disciplines 



Data on IGP current recipients indicates that 70 percent are 
enrolled in electrical, mechanical, chemical and civil engi- 
neering. The largest single groqp of recipients, 40 percent, is 
pursuing an electrical engineering degree. Seventeen percent are 
enrolled in mechanical engineering programs. An additional 8 and 
5 percent are pmsuing chemical and civil engineering degrees 
respectively (see Table 15) . 

Graduation of IGP Recipients 

Since the IGP^s Inception, 1,731 NACME IGP recipients have comr 
plcted baccalainreate degrees in engineering. Seventy-one percent 
of all graduates have been Blacks, 28 percent Hispanics and 1 
per>::ent American Indians. Ihe largest number of IGP students 
graduated in the 1983-84 academic year vAien 418 (24 percent of all 
IGP grad u a t es) received their degrees (see T&ble 12) .
